Selby declined the appointment, be- 
cause when ho was chairman of tho 
sower committee council bad ignored 
his recommendations.

Mr. Neil! moved that 1,000 feet of 


hose 
bo purchased from the Gutta- 


Percha Hose Oo., for $1 per foot. 
Mr. 


Riley, of tho Revere Rubber Oo., asked 
aud obtained permission to 
address 


council. Ho claimed tho fire committee 
was prejudiced against him aud had 
not given him a fair show. 
They had 


said that hoso sold by his comrmny 
had not stood up to tho guarantee. 
He 


had gone to tho fire departments and 
showed thorn conclusively that the 
hose complained of was not made by 
his company. Ho hoped that tho fire 
men would understand thoir business 
and know what they wero talking 
about before they run down his hoso. 
Mr. Neill's motion was then passed. 


Mr. Neill said, the cost of purchas- 


ing a chamicnl engine would bo $2,300, 
and it would cost .$1,000 or |2,000 par 
annum to keep it up. 
Tho report was 


accepted. Mr. Seobohm moved the com- 
mittee on fire be instructed to receive 
bids for a new chemical engine. 
Mr. 


Osborue 
objected 
to spending any 


money on advertising for bids until 
council had determined whether or not 
it wanted an engine. 
The motion was 


postponed until the next meeting. 


Mr. Seebohm, of the committee on 


parks, brought up tho question of im- 
proving York place. 
Ho said it was 


tho wish of a majority of citizens to 
improve the place. 
Ho moved that his 


committe bo granted $100 to bo spejt 
in grading the park. 
The motion pre- 


vailed. 


Mr. Wyiner read an ordinance to 


license transient merchants, charging 
them §15. 
A fine not to exceed §20 


was provided for in the ordinance. The 
ordinance was passed under a suspen- 
sion of the rules. 


The ordinance abolishing the office of 


day policeman next came up, aud this 
caused the biggest breeze of the even- 
ing. 
It was read a second time by Mr. 


Wymer, who moved that the rules be 
suspended and the ordinance read a 
third timo and put on passage. 


Mr. Hnber moved to lay the ordinance 


on the table. 
The motion was lost, 8 


to 6. The ordinance was ordered read 
a third time. 
Mr. Huber again moved 


to lay the ordinance on the table, aud 
his motion was lost by the same vote 
as before. Mr. Lynn moved that the 
ordinance pass. This was the signal 
for the orators to break loose, and they 
"broke" with a vengeance. 


Mr. Osboruo spoke twice. 
Ho was 


pointed and sarcastic in his remarks 
and snuffed out the opposition. 
To 


him more than anyone else lies ths 
credit of ultimately defeating the ordi- 
nance. 
He said that he understood 


perfectly well that this was not FO 
much an ordinance to abolish the office 
of day policeman as it was to legislate 
a certain man out of oflice. 
Ho was 


satisfied if tho ordinance passed that 
the office would bo re-established under 
another name inside of two months. 
He believed a town of 17,000 people 
needed a day policeman, and thought 
the men who were pushing the present 
ordinance favored one, too. Why, 
then, were they not manly and square? 
If the present day policeman was not 
satisfactory, why not say so ana have 
him removed? 


Mr. Dillon presented a prett? lame 


excusa for abolishing the office. 
He 


said it would save §000 a year, and he 
thought the tax-payers ought to bo con- 
sidered in the matter, 


Mayor Gliddun, at the request of Mr. 


Hnber, said that he thought a day 
policeman was an absolute necessity. 
r 


Mr. Huber then characterized Che re- 
marks of Dillon as flat and weak. 
If 


they wanted economy, why not dis- 
charge the fire department? Ten thous- 
and dollars a year could be saved in 
this way. 
They had a big timo to get 


the office, and now they wanted to do 
away with it. 
Ho believed there was 


a "nigger in the woodpile," and ho 
would like to catch him by tho oars 
and pull him out. 
Ho would spare 


tho feelings of some of his colleagues, 
however. If tho present officer was not 
all right, why not get rid of him in a 
proper way? 


Mr. Seebohm felt badly about that 


colored gentleman who was alleged to 
be in hiding in a woodpilo. 
He said 


solemnly that ho had never been ap- 
proached, bluffed or bribed into voting 
for the ordinance to abolish tho office. 
Ho did so of his own free will, just to 
save the tax-payers §600. 


Mr. Osborne spoke again. 
He said 


it would be trae economy to have two 
day policemen. 
If his friends were so 


anxious to save money ho could show 
them where they could save not only 
several hundred in salaries, but several 
thousand. If his friends wanted to talk 
| politics he was ready. You did not al- 
ways have to go to a man and say, 
"See here, Jones, I want yon to vote to 
abolish the office of day policeman" to 
get a man to do your bidding. 
There 


wore ether ways. 
It was strange, too, 


that it was not discovered that a day 
policeman 
was not noaded until a 


Democratic mayor and marshal got in. 
This was not good politics, aud a 
mighty poor thing to go to the people 
with. 
Tho people like fairness and 


squareness. 
Mr. Osborue's and Mr. 


Huber'a remarks showed up clearly 
the motives that had actuated the 
movers in the scheme to abolish the 
oflice, and it was defeated. 
The vote 


was: 
Dillon, Lynn, Seebohm, Kellar 


and Turley, ayes, and Bratt, Haisha, 
Neil!, Solby, Osborne, Huber, Oalviu, 
Wyuier and Funk, nays. 
The or- 


dinance was killed dead. 


An ordinance creating the office of 


turnkey, who shall also be janitor of 
the station house, at a salary of §50 
per month, was read for tho third 
time, 
He will be appointed by coun- 


cil. It will nome up again at the moot- 
ing next Wednesday night. 
There is 


some donbt as to whether council has 
the right to appoint tho officer. 
It is 


thought this is a right of tho mayor. 


Tho ordinance creating a street cloau- 


ing department was read the third timo 
and discussed. Tho present force of 
garbage contractors will work until 
August 4th. 


Council then adjourned.
